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REPORT 


OF  THE 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 


The  Auditors  herewith  submit  their  report. 
They  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  past 
year,  and  find  them  correctly  kept  and  properly  vouched,  and  a 
balance  in  the  treasury  of  $3,873  75. 

In  presenting  the  official  reports  for  the  past  year,  the  Auditors 
regret  the  delay  in  distributing,  and  would  recommend  that  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  closed  on  the  last  day  of  Jan- 
uary of  each  year,  and  all  debts  then  due  shall  remain  unpaid  until 
the  Auditors  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and 
certified  the  same. 

The  report  of  "  Memorial  Day "  has  been  published  at  the 
request  of  the  Committee ;  but  the  Auditors  are  decided  in 
opinion  that  such  reports  do  not  properly  belong  to  the  official 
reports  of  the  year,  and  as  the  expense  of  publishing  the  town 
documents  has  unnecessai  ly  increased  during  the  past  few  years, 
the  Auditors  would  recommend  that  hereafter  it  shall  be  left  to 
their  discretion  to  publish  such  reports,  or  parts  thereof,  as  in 
their  judgment  may  be  for  the  interest  of  the  town,  and  that  all 
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matters  relative  to  the  Police,  Truancy,  and  the  Fire  Department 

shall  be  incorporated  into  the  annual  report  of  the  Selectmen.

REPORT. 


The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following  Report :  — 
We  have  held  regular  meetings  on  each  Monday  evening  dur- 
ing the  year.  At  these  meetings  a  great  amount  of  business, 
mostly  relating  to  matters  of  routine  and  of  detail,  has  been  trans- 
acted, for  a  particular  account  of  which  reference  must  be  made 
to  the  items  of  expenditure  shown  in  the  Treasurer's  Report. 
These  will  explain  the  number  and  variety  of  subjects  upon  which 
the  Selectmen  are  called  upon  to  give  their  decision,  and  the 
expenditures  for  which  we  must  examine  and  approve.  Among 
matters  requiring  especial  attention  and  which  demand  the  most 
extended  notice  in  this  annual  report,  the  most  important  is  the 
subject  of 

HIGHWAYS. 

Among  the  matters  left  over  from  last  year,  which  we  were 
called  upon  to  examine,  was  a  claim  of  the  Messrs.  Scott  and  the 
Messrs.  Rice,  for  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  land  damages 
awarded  to  them  by  our  predecessors,  for  land  taken  to  widen 
Everett  Street.  These  abuttors  had  appealed,  and  applied  for  a 
jury  to  assess  their  damages.  Pending  their  appeal  the  subject 
was  brought  before  the  town  at  a  meeting  held  June  24,  A.  D. 
1870,  when,  after  a  full  discussion,  the  whole  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Selectmen,  with  full  power  to  make  such  adjustment  as  in 
our  discretion,  equity  and  the  interests  of  the  town  might  require. 
After  considerable  discussion  with  the  parties  and  their  counsel, 
we  finally  settled  by  paying  to  the  Messrs.  Scott  three  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars,  and  to  the  Messrs.  Rice  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars. 
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At  the  annual  March  meeting  the  town  accepted  the  widening 
of  Cambridge  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Union  Square,  as 
laid  out  and  reported  by  the  then  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  appro- 
priated eight  thousand  dollars  for  land  damages  and  expenses  of 
its  construction.  The  Selectmen  at  once  set  about  the  work  of 
widening.  It  had  been,  however,  the  very  evident  sentiment  of 
the  meeting  in  March,  that  the  road  should  be  of  a  uniform  width 
all  the  way  to  the  river,  and  the  Selectmen,  sharing  in  the  belief 
that  such  widening  must  eventually  take  place,  and  could  be 
accomplished  more  economically  in  connection  with  the  widening 
of  the  westerly  division,  notified  the  abuttors  between  Union 
Square  and  the  River  of  their  intention  to  widen  that  portion  of 
the  way.  The  land-owners  and  others  were  heard  on  the  20th  of 
Ma}-,  and  we  determined  to  make  the  widening,  and  accordingly 
reported  our  action  to  the  town. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand 
dollars  appropriated  to  pay  land  damages  and  construction 
expenses. 

As  the  work  on  this  great  thoroughfare  progressed,  we  became 
more  and  more  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  undertaking. 
It  seemed  essential  to  fix  the  grade  with  great  care,  since  the  vote 
of  the  town  to  require  the  horse-railway  track  to  be  placed  in  the 
centre  of  the  road,  and  the  generally  permanent  character  of  the 
repairs  in  contemplation,  would  make  it  very  difficult  to  materially 
alter  the  grades  hereafter.  We  were  fa\\y  persuaded  also  that 
the  expense  of  the  annual  repairs  on  our  roads  would  be  dimin- 
ished very  much  in  proportion  to  the  thoroughness  with  which  the 
road  bed  was  originally  constructed.  In  few,  if  any,  towns  are 
the  highwa3Ts  subjected  to  so  constant  and  so  hard  wear  as  in 
Brighton.  The  amount  of  heavy  teaming  is  enormous.  At  the 
same  time,  we  suppose  a  very  large  proportion  of  all  the  pleasure 
travel  from  Boston  passes  through  our  town.  To  render  our 
roads  safe  and  convenient  for  the  lighter  vehicles,  we  must  keep 
smooth  and  in  constant  repair  the  surface  which  the  large  wagons 
wear  off  so  fast.  We  accordingly  aimed  to  do  the  work  on  Cam- 
bridge Street  in  the  most  substantial  and  durable  manner  pos- 
sible. We  cut  down  the  hill  near  Washington  Street,  and  that 
between  Union  Square  and  Allston  Station.    We  also  brought  the 
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street  between  the  station  and  the  river  to  a  uniform  grade. 
Heavy  filling  was  done  at  many  points  on  the  road. 

In  places  where  it  seemed  necessary  the  road  was  ballasted 
with  stone  and  thoroughly  macadamized,  and  in  all  parts  the  sub- 
structure and  surface  have  been  built  so  that  we  believe  few,  if 
any,  roads  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  can  be  said  to  be  better  made, 
before  its  final  completion  the  portion  of  the  road  over  the  marsh 
will  require  ballasting  and  a  new  surface.  It  would  have  been  a 
waste  of  material  to  attempt  this  now,  before  the  filling  already 
placed  there  had  settled  and  become  firm.  It  ought,  however,  to 
be  done  during  the  coming  season,  and  at  the  same  time  the  horse- 
railway  tracks  from  Allston  Station  to  the  river  will  have  to  be 
permanently  located  in  the  centre  of  the  way. 

The  amount  of  work  done  on  this  road  required  an  additional 
appropriation,  which  was  made  at  the  meeting  held  October  13, 
A.  D.  1870.  We  refer  to  the  Treasurer's  account  for  the  items 
and  total  amount  of  money  thus  far  expended  on  this  road. 
While  the  amount  overruns  the  estimates,  we  cannot  but  hope 
that  the  town  will  deem  the  money  well  spent.  The  expense  of 
the  widening  beyond  Union  Square  is  yet  to  be  assessed,  so  far  as 
may  be  allowable,  under  the  Betterment  Act.  The  widening 
between  Union  Square  and  Washington  Street  was  accepted 
before  the  acceptance  by  the  town  of  the  Betterment  Act. 

Besides  the  work  on  Cambridge  Street,  we  have  laid  out  and 
constructed  Allston  Street,  from  Washington  Street  near  the 
Brookline  line  to  North  Beacon  Streetr  and  Arlington  Street  a 
short  street  from  Market  Street  to  Parsons  Street.  Both  these 
streets  were  very  much  needed.  The  appropriation  for  Allston 
Street  was  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  To  put  it  in  com- 
plete order  a  further  appropriation  of  three  thousand  dollars  will 
be  needed.  We  have  also  heard  the  abutters  and  others  on  a 
petition  to  widen  South  Harvard  Street  from  Brookline  line  to 
Cambridge  Street,  but  it  appearing  to  be  the  general  wish  that 
the  way  should  be  altered  by  the  County  Commissioners,  the  peti- 
tion to  us  was  dismissed,  in  order  to  allow  an  application  to  be 
made  to  them.  The  investigation  made  by  us  satisfies  us  that  the 
road  should  be  widened,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  longer  it  is 
deferred  the  greater  will  be  the  land  damages.  As  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  street  is  a  town  wa}',  it  is  probably  the  better  if  not 
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the  only  course  to  have  it  laid  out  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
and  we  recommend  the  town  to  favor  the  petition  to  that  Board. 

Application  was  made  to  us*  to  ask  the  County  Commissioners 
for  leave  to  lay  out  the  street  now  running  to  the  track  of  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  on  each  side,  west  of  the  Allston 
Station  (being  the  continuation  of  Franklin  Street  to  South  Har- 
vard Street),  across  the  track  of  the  corporation.  We  have  made 
such  application,  accordingly,  and  hope  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany, whose  opposition  has  heretofore  prevented  this  much- 
needed  improvement,  may  find  it  consistent  with  their  interests  to 
consent  to  the  street  being  built ;  in  which  case  the  Commission- 
ers would  doubtless  give  the  desired  permission.  All  familiar 
with  the  territory  will  understand  that,  this  street  once  built,  we 
should  have  a  continuous  and  direct  thoroughfare  from  Brookliue 
to  Old  Cambridge,  made  up  of  the  streets  now  called  South  Har- 
vard, Franklin,  and  North  Harvard  Streets,  and  these  should  be 
through  their  whole  length  not  less  than  fifty  feet  wide. 

While  upon  this  subject  we  ought  not  to  omit  to  bring  to 
your  notice,  that  strong  representations  have  been  made  to 
us  of  the  necessity  of  widening  Market  Street,  or  of  reliev- 
ing the  travel  on  it  by  a  parallel  street,  and  that,  since 
the  completion  of  the  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir,  Rockland  Street 
is  not  nearly  wide  enough  to  accommodate  the  crowds  who 
ride  over  it.  In  fact,  it  is  so  narrow  that  for  much  of  the 
way  the  travel  encroaches  on  the  sidewalks,  and  makes  it  hardly 
safe  for  pedestrians.  We  cannot  but  regret  the  demand  for  more 
and  wider  streets,  in  view  of  the  great  expense  attending  their 
construction ;  but  we  shall  find  an  explanation  of  this  demand, 
and  some  compensation  for  the  pecuniary  loss,  in  the  fact  that  for 
many  years  we  have  gone  on  without  making  many  changes  in  our 
narrow  streets,  and,  indeed,  keeping  them  only  in  passable  repair. 
Meanwhile  the  city  has  increased  fourfold,  and  the  amount  of 
travel  in  much  greater  proportion,  and  now  we  find  forced  upon 
us  the  necessity  of  these  great  and  expensive  changes  in  our 
roads.  While  we  believe  that  the  condition  of  our  streets  to-day 
will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  former  years,  we  cannot  esti- 
mate the  probable  expense  of  ordina^  repairs  on  our  highways 
the  coming  year  at  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars. 

A  drain  or  sewer  has  been  laid  under  Washington  Street,  from 
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Rockland  Street  to  near  Lake  Street,  at  a  cost  of  about  twenty- 
eight  hundred  dollars.  This  will  obviate  the  complaint  regarding 
the  drainage  of  this  central  avenue,  which  has  been  so  constantly 
made  to  the  town  for  several  years. 

Next  in  importance  to  the  highways  have  been  our  duties  as  a 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Upon  the  general  subject  of  the  care  of  our  slaughter-houses,  little 
need  be  added  to  the  reports  of  former  Boards.  Toward  midsum- 
mer many  and  serious  complaints  were  made  to  us  of  the  condition  of 
the  slaughter-houses,  and  we  made  repeated  and  thorough  examin- 
ations of  them.  Most  of  the  owners  readily  promised  compliance 
with  our  directions  in  regard  to  cleaning  up  their  premises,  and, 
with  some  few  exceptions,  took  steps  to  improve  their  yards  and 
grounds.  In  some  cases,  however,  we  were  compelled  to  issue 
orders  of  prohibition,  which  had  the  effect  of  lessening  the  evil, 
temporarily,  at  all  events.  But  there  are  some  places  where,  from 
the  nature  of  the  soil,  or  the  age  and  character  of  the  buildings, 
or  both,  or  all  three  reasons,  it  seems  impossible  to  carry  on  the 
business  without  great  annoyance  to  neighbors  and  travellers  on 
the  street  near  the  premises.  In  such  cases  we  know  of  no  way 
but  to  forbid  the  business  entirely,  and  require  the  owners  to 
remove  to  some  other  place,  where,  with  well-constructed  build- 
ings and  on  proper  soil,  and  with  sufficient  drainage,  they  may  be 
placed  under  as  favorable  circumstances  as  others  engaged  in  the 
trade.  We  feel  that  this  matter  is  one  on  which  a  Board  of 
Health  in  this  town  must  act  with  great  discretion,  if  with  some 
firmness,  since,  while  every  one  wishes  to  promote  the  health  and 
cleanliness  of  the  town,  no  one  wishes  to  interfere  unnecessarily 
with  the  business  of  its  inhabitants.  We  trust  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  all  difficulty  on  this  subject  will  be  removed  by  the 
devising  of  some  plan  by  parties  interested  in  slaughtering,  for  so 
conducting  their  business  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  comfort  of 
any  one. 

In  regard  to  other  nuisances,  such  as  the  business  of  night-soil 
dealers,  which  was  carried  on  partly  in  Brookline  and  partly  in 
Brighton,  and  the  bone-boiling  business,  carried  on  on  River 
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Street,  we  have  taken  stringent  measures  to  suppress  them,  in 
accordance  with  the  generally  expressed  wish  of  all  persons. 

Quite  recently  we  have  been  called  upon  to  cooperate  with  the 
Cattle  Commissioners,  in  eradicating  the  disease  among  cattle, 
which  has  caused  great  excitement  in  the  community.  We  believe 
we  can  say  that  since  the  matter  has  been  properly  taken  in  hand, 
the  disease  has  not  been  disseminated  from  our  market.  We 
could  wish,  however,  that  the  business  of  our  maket  and  slaughter- 
ing could  be  brought  under  some  system,  by  which,  on  the  break- 
ing out  of  any  similar  disease,  some  assurance  could  be  conveyed 
to  the  public  that  the  beef  furnished  by  our  butchers  for  consump- 
tion was  free  from  taint.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  this  cannot 
be  done  without  great  expense,  if  at  all,  while  the  business  of 
slaughtering  is  carried  on  in  so  many  and  so  widely  scattered 
localities.  The  remedy  would  seem  to  be  mainly  in  the  hands  of 
the  butchers  themselves,  and  their  interest  would  seem  to  stimu- 
late their  ingenuity  to  devise  the  required  plan.  The  panic  has 
had  a  very  unfavorable  effect  on  the  business  of  the  drovers  and 
butchers,  and  led  to  serious  loss.  This  would  have  been  saved, 
and  the  business  uninterrupted,  if  any  official  inspection  of  cattle 
slaughtered  could  have  been  made,  and  an  official  announcement 
made  of  the  healthiness  of  the  animals.  This  matter  is  the 
more  important  to  our  business  interests,  as  the  facilities  for 
transporting  beef  from  the  West  have  greatly  increased  the  com- 
petition in  the  trade  of  selling  meat. 

OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 

The  management  of  the  Poor  Farm  has  remained,  as  heretofore, 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Black.  No  new  paupers  have  been 
admitted.  Patrick  McGee,  who  was  supported  out  of  the  poor- 
house,  died  in  December  last.  About  the  same  amount  of  partial 
support  has  been  given  as  in  former  years.  The  farm  is  in  good 
condition,  and  is  operated  in  connection  with  the  labor  done  on 
the  streets.  We  repeat  the  commendation  bestowed  by  our  prede- 
cessors upon  Mrs.  Black.

TRUANT  OFFICERS'  REPORT. 


The  number  of  truants  for  the  year  past  has  been  small,  and 
the  cases  of  truancy  reported  to  us  by  the  teachers  of  the  various 
schools  have  been  strictly  investigated,  and  the  scholars  returned 
to  the  school.  Upon  several  occasions  we  have  been  called  to 
the  school,  to  quell  disturbances  made  by  unruly  scholars,  but  in 
no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  make  arrests. 

There  are  many  idle  lads  of  twelve  and  fourteen  years  of  age 
about  the  streets,  who  have  been  at  work  at  the  Chestnut  Hill 
Reservoir  and  upon  the  town  roads,  who  should  be  sent  to  school, 
and  something  should  be  done  to  provide  them  with  a  suitable 
school-room,  specially  provided  for  boys  of  that  age  ;  for  if  sent  to 
the  schools  where  they  are  brought  in  contact  with  lads  of  six  and 
seven  years  of  age  who  are  able  to  read  and  write,  they  feel  their 
backwardness,  and  labor,  if  they  labor  at  all,  with  no  heart,  and 
will  soon  get  discouraged.  What  means  would  be  suitable  to  edu- 
cate such  lads  we  are  not  able  to  say,  but  our  School  Committee 
should  investigate  this  matter,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the 
town  will  take  some  action  in  the  premises.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE 

BRIGHTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT, 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT. 


The  present  Board  of  Engineers,  appointed  in  May  last,  on 
entering  upon  their  duties,  found  the  town  without  an  organized 
Fire  Department ;  Engine  No.  2,  and  Wilson  Hose  Carriage  No. 
1,  without  companies,  and  Engine  No.  1,  stored  in  the  basement 
of  the  Town  House,  so  dry  and  out  of  order  as  to  be  unfit  for  use. 
The  year  previous,  Engine  No.  2,  and  the  Hose  Carriage  were 
manned  ;  Engine  No.  1  was  without  a  company  and  stored.  The 
engineers,  finding  the  town  thus  unprotected,  at  once  took 
measures  to  organize  companies,  or  at  least  to  have  the  fire  ap- 
paratus in  good  order.  Engine  No.  ,1  was  put  in  complete 
repair  and  placed  in  the  Engine  House,  the  Hose  Carriage  re- 
moved to  the  room  so  long  occupied  by  the  engine  (and  origi- 
nally designed  for  it) .  Engine  No.  2  was  found  to  be  in  good 
working  order. 

The  engineers  were  successful  in  forming  an  efficient  company 
for  Engine  No.  1  ;  not  readily  succeeding  in  obtaining  companies 
for  Engine  No.  2,  and  the  Hose  Carriage,  competent  men  were 
placed  in  charge  of  them,  to  keep  them  in  good  order  and  ready 
for  immediate  use,  by  the  citizens,  in  case  of  fire  in  town,  the 
Hose  Carriage  being  effective  only  in  case  of  fire  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  where  hydrants  could  be  used.  Upon  examining  the 
houses,  engines,  and  apparatus,  many  things  were  found  want- 
ing, such  as  spanners,  belts,  hose  straps,  oil  suits,  etc.,  which 
deficiency  was  at  once  supplied. 

Fires  and  alarms  have  occurred  within  the  town  the  past  year 
as  follows :  — 

April  11.  Fire  at  Roofing  Company  Buildings. 

April  28.  Fire  at  house  owned  by  Edmund  Rice. 

July.  Alarm  caused  by  bonfire  on  premises  of  S.  W.  Trow- 
bridge. 

Sept.  26.  Fire  at  barn  owned  by  Jacob  F.  Taylor. 
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At  this  fire,  Engine  No.  1  rendered  most  efficient  service.  The 
barn  with  contents  was  entirely  consumed,  but  the  large  dwelling- 
house  but  a  few  feet  distant,  by  the  exertions  of  the  firemen,  was 
saved.  The  good  order  of  the  company  at  this  their  first  fire, 
their  quiet  and  orderly  conduct  in  returning,  the  earnest  and 
hearty  manner  with  which  they  worked,  was  remarked  by  all. 
Mr.  Taylor  tendered  his  thanks  to  the  company,  and  generously 
furnished  a  bountiful  supply  of  refreshments  on  their  return  to 
their  house.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  mention  this  act  of  kindness,  so 
very  seldom  are  our  firemen  appreciated. 

In  common  with  our  neighboring  cities  and  towns,  who  were 
present  at  the  firemen's  muster  held  in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  the 
Engineers  granted  permission  to  Butcher  Boy  Company  No.  1,  to 
attend  with  their  engine,  an  engineer  to  accompany  them.  The 
fine  appearance  of  the  company,  with  their  beautiful  engine,  taste- 
fully decorated,  attracted  much  attention.  Unfortunately  an 
accident  occurred  at  the  trial,  which  prevented  their  taking  a 
prize.  Being  placed  in  position,  they  had  played  but  three 
strokes,  attaining  the  distance  of  169  feet,  when  the  air-chamber 
burst,  throwing  several  of  the  company  to  the  ground,  but  doing 
them  no  material  injury ;  had  it  not  been  for  this  accident  they 
would  have  undoubtedly  brought  home  a  prize.  The  engine  upon 
its  return  to  Boston  was  immediately  sent  to  the  manufactory  of 
Hunneman  &  Co.,  builders,  for  repairs.  Through  the  kindness 
of  Chief  Engineer  Eaton,  of  Cambridge,  an  engine  was  procured 
to  take  its  place  while  repairing.  This  accident  was  no  fault  of 
the  company  ;  it  might  have  happened  at  a  fire,  as  it  often  has  in 
other  towns,  rendering  the  engine  useless  for  the  time  being. 
Several  engines  at  this  muster  met  with  the  same  accident. 

In  July  an  efficient  company  took  charge  of  Engine  No.  2,  and 
a  company  is  now  forming  for  the  Hose  Carriage,  which  will  make 
the  Fire  Department  full  and  complete. 

The  engines  and  all  the  fire  apparatus  are  in  good  order,  and 
ready  for  immediate  use.

A  well-regulated  Fire  Department  is  indispensable  in  every  city 
and  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  firemen  as  a  body  should  be 
more  highly  appreciated,  and  better  paid  for  the  arduous  duties 
they  perform,  and  the  dangers  they  encounter. 

The  engineers  are  proud  to  say  that,  for  efficiency  and  good 
conduct,  our  present  companies  have  not  been  surpassed  in  former 
years. 

Recently  a  request  was  made  by  several  members  of  the  Baptist 
Church  living  in  the  north  part  of  the  town  for  permission  to  use 
the  hall  of  No.  2  Engine  House,  to  hold  prayer-meeting  one  evening 
each  week,  they  finding  their  own  fuel  and  light ;  the  engineers  gave 
their  consent,  if  no  objection  was  made  by  the  engine  company- 
Capt.  Killion  called  a  special  meeting  of  his  company  ;  the  mat- 
ter was  laid  before  them,  and  it  was  voted  unanimously  that  per- 
mission be  granted  them  to  use  the  hall  for  that  purpose. 

This  generous  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  company  is  cer- 
tainly most  commendable,  and  fully  appreciated  by  the  society 
using  the  hall. 

The  engineers  would  urge  the  necessity  of  being  better  supplied 
with  water  in  case  of  fire.  In  many  localities  in  the  town  our 
engines  would  be  powerless,  and  our  firemen  compelled  to  be 
simply  spectators  at  a  fire,  without  the  ability  to  render  assist- 
ance, for  the  reason  that  water  could  not  be  obtained.  We 
would  recommend  at  least  twelve  reservoirs  to  be  built  in  proper 
localities,  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  may  be  obtained, 
should  a  fire  occur  in  any  part  of  the  town. 

Some  of  our  citizens  have  strongly  urged  the  purchase  of  a 
steam  fire  engine.  The  engineers  are  of  the  opinion  that  one  at 
present  would  be  useless,  as  the  town  is  not  provided  with  suffi- 
cient water  to  feed  it.  In  many  towns  hand  steam  engines  are 
used  with  good  success ;  a  company  of  20  men  is  sufficient 
to  draw  them  any  distance,  and  at  fires  they  have  proved  as 
effective  as  larger  ones  drawn  by  horses,  thereby  saving  the  great 
expense  of  horses,  harnesses,  etc.    A  hand  steamer  could  be 
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easily  manned,  and  with  the  necessary  supply  of  water  would  be 
sufficient  for  our  town. 

Engine  House  No.  1  is  located  in  the  rear  of  the  Town  House  ; 
Engine  House  No.  2  is  located  at  the  north  part  of  the  town  ; 
Wilson  Hose  Carriage  No.  1  is  kept  in  the  basement  of  the  Town 
House.  Should  the  town  take  action  respecting  the  necessary 
building  of  reservoirs,  the  engineers  would  suggest  the  purchase 
of  a  hand  steamer,  to  be  placed  in  No.  1  Engine  House  ;  Engine  No. 
1  to  be  placed  at  the  east  part  of  the  town,  which  would  require 
the  building  of  an  engine  house  in  that  locality.  With  engines 
thus  stationed,  and  reservoirs  built,  our  town  would  be  compara- 
tively safe ;  it  certainly  is  not  now,  and  a  fire  occurring  in  some 
parts  of  the  town  would  most  surely  demonstrate  this  fact. 

Four  large  cumbersome  ladders  owned  by  the  town  are  kept  in 
the  basement  of  the  Town  House ;  they  are  almost  useless,  having 
no  carriage  or  convenience  to  remove  them  any  distance  to  a  fire. 
The  town  should  own  a  carriage  fully  equipped  with  ladders, 
hooks,  etc. 

The  well  in  the  school-yard  in  rear  of  No.  2  Engine  House  is  in 
bad  condition  and  not  worth  fixing.  To  supply  the  engine  and 
school-house,  the  engineers  would  suggest  the  building  of  a 
resorvoir  or  cistern  large  enough  to  be  used  in  case  of  fire. 

Some  repairs  are  needed  on  the  engine  houses,  to  meet  which, 
with  the  pay  of  members  of  the  department,  we  would  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  ensuing  year.

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REPORT 


OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  EVERGREEN  CEMETERY. 


Interments  during  the  past  year  25.  Adults,  18  ;  under  twelve 
years,  7.    Whole  number  interred  in  the  Cemetery,  448. 

Six  lots  have  been  sold  since  the  last  Report,  and  the  following 
improvements  made  during  the  season,  viz.  :  — 

That  beautiful  spot  of  ground  lying  between  the  curbstone  that 
surrounds  the  Soldiers'  Monument  and  the  Avenue  has  been 
broken  up,  measured,  harrowed,  levelled,  and  seeded,  and  will 
undoubtedly  present  a  handsome  green  the  coming  season. 

The  row  of  small  stones  which  has  been  gathering  for  several 
years,  west  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument,  has  been  thrown  into  the 
avenue  and  covered  with  earth.  A  further  portion  of  the  eastern 
Avenue  has  been  dug  out  and  filled  with  small  stones  for  the  pur- 
pose of  draining  the  adjoining  lots. 

The  underbrush  of  the  Cemetery,  except  a  portion  at  the  south- 
west corner,  has  been  cleared  up,  and  many  of  the  lower  branches 
of  the  trees  have  been  taken  off. 

Six  lots  purchased  in  1850  remain  in  their  original  state.  No. 
141  is  situated  on  the  Western  Avenue,  owned  by  George  W. 
Wentworth  ;  the  lots  each  side  have  been  put  in  complete  order. 
No.  149  is  on  the  south-east  corner  of  Central  Avenue,  owned  by 
William  R.  Champney,  and  joins  a  lot  on  which  nearly  seven  hun- 
dred dollars  has  been  expended.  No.  56  is  on  the  Eastern  Ave- 
nue, owned  by  William  Livermore,  and  joins  lots  which  have  been 
fitted  up.  No.  245,  on  the  Eastern  Path,  is  owned  by  Alfred  B. 
Warren,  of  Concord,  was  purchased  for  the  burial  of  a  friend, 
whose  remains  were  afterwards  removed.    No,  304  is  on  a  corner 
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of  Eastern  Path,  owned  by  Mrs.  Johnson,  of  Cambridgeport ;  the 
lots  adjoining  have  been  put  in  good  condition.  No..  350  is  on 
Central  Avenue,  owned  by  William  B.  Shecld,  of  Maiden,  and  the 
adjoining  owner  is  very  desirous  that  the  lot  should  be  fitted  up. 
Mr.  Shedd  has  been  applied  to,  but  declines  to  fit  up  or  sell. 
These  lots  ought  not  longer  so  to  remain ;  the  owners  should  be 
required  to  put  the  surface  at  least  in  good  order,  and  place 
bounds  of  stone,  agreeable  to  the  rules  of  the  Cemetery  adopted 
by  the  town  j  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  and  others,  a 
special  vote  should  be  adopted  by  the  town  in  accordance  with 
the  above  suggestion,  and,  if  the  requirements  are  not  fulfilled 
within  one  year  after  due  notice,  the  lots  should  be  forfeited  to 
the  town. 

Lot  176  was  sold  many  years  since  to  the  widow  of  Ethan 
Leavitt,  for  the  interment  of  the  remains  of  Mr.  Leavitt,  with  the 
promise  that  the  rules  of  the  Cemetery  should  be  complied  with ; 
she  died  the  following  year  without  its  being  done.  The  past 
season  the  oldest  daughter,  not  a  citizen  of  Brighton,  requested 
your  Committee  to  fit  up  the  lot,  for  which  she  had  paid  ninety- 
seven  dollars,  —  an  example  for  others  to  follow. 

The  Committee,  with  one  of  the  Selectmen,  met  the  Boston 
Water  Board  by  appointment  to  see  if  they  could  agree  upon  a 
joint  fence  to  be  made  between  lands  controlled  by  the  Water 
Board  and  Brighton,  including  the  Cemetery ;  but  the  Commis- 
sioners were  not  quite  ready  to  agree  upon  such  a  fence  as  it  was 
thought  would  be  acceptable  to  the  town.  The  matter  was  to  be 
laid  before  the  full  board  of  Commissioners  at  a  future  meeting, 
since  which  no  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Boards. 
The  subject  will  undoubtedly  be  agitated  again  early  in  the 
spring.  There  is  a  low  spot  on  the  land  that  was  filled,  through 
which  the  dividing  line  passes,  which  does  not  dry  up  until  very 
late  in  the  season  ;  there  appears  to  be  no  way  to  drain  it  except 
through  the  pipes  that  pass  round  the  Reservoir  ;  this  might  be 
done  without  any  injury,  by  sinking  a  well  to  catch  the  sediment, 
and  laying  a  pipe  with  a  gate,  so  that  the  water,  when  clear,  could 
be  let  in  at  pleasure. 

Two  lots  on  the  right  of  Central  Avenue,  near  the  Receiving 
Tomb,  have  been  dug  over  and  filled  ;  the  Committee  have  declined 
to  sell  them  unless  the  proprietors  would  enclose  them  with  gran- 
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ite,  to  correspond  with  those  on  the  opposite  side  ;  it  is  hoped  for 
the  beauty  of  the  Cemetery  this  arrangement  will  be  continued. 

The  Cemetery  bills  paid  by  the  Town  Treasurer  amount  to 
$1,016  93 ;  cash  paid  by  the  Committee  into  the  Treasury, 
$974  80  (received  as  follows  :  $90  for  certificates  of  lots,  $714  80 
for  fitting  up  and  improving  lots,  $170  00  for  the  care  of  lots, 
leaves  sold,  graves  dug  etc.)  ;  balance  $42  13  ;  not  a  large  amount 
drawn  from  the  treasury.

REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Brighton  :  — 

We  submit  herewith  our  Annual  Report  for  1870,  and,  in 
doing  so,  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that,  notwithstanding 
the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars,  and  numerous 
changes  made  in  teachers,  the  schools  are  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  —  in  fact,  never  more  so  than  at  the  present  time. 
The  teachers  are  capable  and  well  qualified  for  their  several 
positions,  and  the  progress  made  by  pupils,  as  might  be 
expected,  under  their  efficient  instruction,  has  been  highly 
satisfactory,  and  reflects  much  credit  upon  their  efforts.  We 
feel  justified  in  expressing  the  belief  that  our  schools  are 
equal  to  any  in  the  Commonwealth. 

*  As  a  general  thing,  the  rules  and  regulations  have  been 
cheerfully  complied  with,  and  the  complaints  of  parents  in 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  teachers  have  been  very 
few  in  comparison  with  some  years.  Whenever  we  have  had 
any  such  complaints,  it  has  been  found,  after  an  examination 
into  their  merits,  that  it  was  mostly  owing  to  some  misun- 
derstanding, or  through  some  misrepresentation  on  the  part 
of  scholars ;  consequently  no  serious  trouble  has  arisen  to 
cause  unpleasant  feelings,  either  on  the  part  of  parents  or 
your  Committee. 

Our  schools  are  by  no  means  exempt  from  idle  and  heed- 
less scholars,  any  more  than  the  schools  of  other  towns  or 
cities ;  they  are  found  here  as  well  as  elsewhere,  and,  al- 
though we  do  not  have  many  of  them  with  us,  yet  we  find 
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that  the  few  we  do  have,  by  their  idleness  and  inattention, 
are  enough  to  cause  a  great  deal  of  extra  trouble  and  vexa- 
tion to  their  teachers,  and  a  serious  hindrance  to  those  who 
are  always  industrious  and  willing  to  study,  and  who  are 
ready  at  all  times  for  their  recitations ;  they  are  an  injury  to 
the  latter,  because,  by  prolonging  the  recitations  in  conse- 
quence of  not  having  learned  their  lessons,  they  keep  the 
other  members  of  their  class  from  having  a  full  allowance  of 
time,  —  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance,  as  every  pupil 
should  have  the  proportion  required,  so  as  not  to  be  obliged 
to  hurry  through  with  the  lessons,  or  not  recite  at  all. 
Parents  should  feel  it  a  duty  to  know  what  their  children's 
habits  are  while  in  school ;  to  know  that  their  time  is  well 
employed,  and  that  their  conduct  is  such  as  to  meet  the  full 
approbation  of  their  teachers. 

It  would  be  of  great  benefit  if  parents  would  visit  the 
schools,  not  only  at  the  regular  examinations,  but  at  other 
times  when  most  convenient ;  they  will  always  be  gladly  wel- 
comed by  the  teachers,  who  are  ready  at  all  times  to  receive 
visitors  and  show  them  the  e very-day  working  of  the  schools. 
This  will  not  interfere  with  the  usual  routine  of  studies,  as 
the  recitations  will  go  on  just  the  same  as  if  no  one  was 
present.    We  hope  that  not  only  parents,  but  citizens  gen- 
erally who  are  interested  in  the  education  of  children,  will 
avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity,  whenever  it  suits 
their  convenience,  to  visit  any  or  all  of  the  schools.  The 
teachers  are  always  glad  to  see  visitors,  and  the  encourage- 
ment it  affords  the  scholars  is  manifested  by  the  renewed 
energy  with  which  they  engage  in  their  studies,  as  they,  too, 
are  always  happy  to  see  them  and  know  that  an  interest  is 
taken  in  their  welfare,  besides  that  of  those  whose  duty  it  is 
to  look  after  it ;  consequently  they  endeavor  to  do  all  they 
can  to  excel  and  appear  to  advantage  on  such  occasions. 
We  are  proud  of  our  schools,  and  we  want  every  citizen,  also, 
to  feel  a  pride  in  them.    We  do  not  by  any  means  claim  for 
them  perfection,  but  we  do  say  that  they  are  as  nearly  so  as 
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any  to  be  found  in  any  of  the  neighboring  towns  and 
cities. 

Our  object  has  been  to  keep  the  schools  up  to  a  high  stand- 
ard. By  this  we  do  not  mean  to  say  that  we  would  impose 
too  many  studies,  or  require  more  of  the  scholars  than  their 
young  minds  can  bear ;  but  that  the  studies  they  do  have 
may  be  such  as  will  enable  them  to  acquire  all  the  knowledge 
possible  for  them  to  gain  under  our  common-school  system 
of  education.  We  have  endeavored  to  engage  and  retain  the 
best  teachers  to  be  had,  so  that  nothing  may  be  wanting  on 
the  part  of  scholars  but  energy,  perseverance,  and  application 
to  fit  themselves  for  college  or  the  ordinary  business  of  life. 
Parents  and  guardians  should  feel  the  importance  of  sustain- 
ing the  teachers  by  their  sympathy,  and  by  taking  an  interest 
in  the  schools,  as  well  as  by  encouraging  their  children  to 
yield  all  clue  obedience  and  respect  to  their  teachers,  and 
carefully  to  observe  the  rules  adopted  for  their  government. 
The  importance  of  a  good  education,  and  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  it,  cannot  be  overestimated.  Scholars  do  not 
properly  understand  this,  but  parents  do,  and  should  endea- 
vor by  every  means  in  their  power  to  encourage  and  interest 
them  in  their  studies,  and  inspire  them  with  a  love  for  school. 
Do  not  let  them  think  it  a  hardship  to  be  obliged  to  attend 
regularly,  but  teach  them  to  be  industrious  while  there,  so 
that  the  teachers'  duties  may  be  lightened,  and  they  may  be 
encouraged  to  believe  that  they  do  not  labor  in  vain.  By  so 
doing,  the  schools  can  always  be  kept  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion, and  much  valuable  time  saved  both  to  teachers  and 
Committee. 

Dissatisfaction  has  at  times  existed  in  regard  to  the  exam- 
ination of  scholars  from  the  Grammar  Schools  who  apply  for 
admission  to  the  High,  in  cases  where  the  applicant  fails  to 
pass.  This  has  been  a  cause  of  much  trouble  and  vexation 
to  the  Committee,  requiring  also  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
extra  labor  when  a  second  and  third  trial  is  requested.  Now, 
it  would  be  well  for  every  parent  to  understand  how  the 
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examination  is  conducted,  and  then  they  will  be  better  able 
to  judge  whether  any  unfairness  is  used  or  not.    The  ques- 
tions in  the  several  studies  they  are  to  be  examined  in  are 
selected  from  the  lessons,  or  are" similar  to  those  the  scholars 
have  been  over  so  many  times  while  in  the  Grammar  Schools, 
and  which  they  are  supposed  to  be  well  acquainted  with, — 
or  would  be,  if  they  had  applied  themselves  while  there. 
No  other  or  more  difficult  ones  are  ever  taken.    This  is  all 
that  is  necessary  ;  and  if  scholars  have  been  industrious,  there 
is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  be  admitted  to  the  High 
School.    A  large  majority  of  those  who  apply  for  admission 
pass,  although  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  questions  used 
are  required  to  be  correctly  given.    This  is  not  too  much  to 
expect,  especially  when  we  remember  that  the  applicants  are, 
or  ought  to  be,  about  perfect  in  the  studies  they  have  been 
pursuing  for  so  long  time.    Scholars  who  have  been  regular 
in  their  attendance,  and  studious  while  in  school,  ought  not 
to  fail  when  they  come  to  be  examined,  particularly  as  they 
have  the  printed  questions  before  them,  and  time  enough  is 
given  to  think  over  and  consider  each  one  separately,  and 
give  the  answer  in  writing,  —  paper  being  placed  before  each 
scholar  for  this  purpose.    Scholars  who  have  been  idle  and 
lazy  while  in  the  Grammar  Schools  will  fail,  as  might  be 
expected  ;  but  the  fault  is  only  their  own,  and  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  Committee  should  be  blamed  for  not  sending 
them  up  to  the  High  School  unqualified  ;  because  it  will  not 
do  to  promote  such  as  are  not  prepared  to  commence  with 
the  lower  classes  there,  for  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
newly  admitted  scholars  begin  in  the  High  School  just  where 
they  finished  in  the  Grammar :  it  would  only  cause  confu- 
sion and  prove  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  school  to  admit 
any^but  those  fully  prepared.    Look  to  it  that  your  children 
are  making  a  sure  and  steady  progress  while  in  the  Gram- 
mar Schools,  and  when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  leave  and 
enter  the  High,  then  there  will  be  no  fears  of  their  being 
rejected  in  consequence  of  not  being  qualified. 
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One  great  cause  of  trouble  and  annoyance  to  teachers  as 
well  as  Committee,  arises  from  boys  being  kept  out  of  school 
by  their  parents  to  drive  cattle  one  or  two  days  of  each 
week ;  we  wish  this  practice  could  be  discontinued,  for  it  is 
the  cause  of  much  trouble,  and  is  an  injury  to  the  scholars  who 
do  not  drive,  especially  the  younger  ones,  who  are  easily 
influenced  by  the  older  ones.  Some  of  the  boys  who  are 
allowed  to  stay  out  of  school  come  back  after  their  task  is 
over,  and  bring  with  them  a  saucy,  independent  manner,  are 
impudent  to  the  teachers,  and  full  of  everything  but  that 
which  is  good ;  they  are  always  behindhand  with  their 
studies,  and  keep  others  from  progressing  in  consequence. 
Their  language  when  out  at  play  with  the  other  children  is 
often  profane,  impure,  and  obscene,  and  the  little  ones  hear 
and  repeat  it  without  thinking  it  wrong.  There  is  no  law 
to  keep  those  boys  out  of  school  altogether  who  stay  away  to 
drive  cattle.  But  we  would  appeal  to  every  parent,  no  mat- 
ter how  much  he  may  want  the  money  that  is  earned  in  this 
way,  to  try  and  do  without  it  rather  than  run  the  risk  of 
endangering  the  morals  of  his  own  and  the  children  of  other 
citizens.  Some  may  think  that  they  really  need  what  their 
boys  can  earn  by  driving,  and  cannot  possibly  get  along  with- 
out it ;  but  if  they  will  give  the  subject  serious  thought  they 
cannot  fail  to  see  that  to  allow  it  is  the  very  worst  thing  they 
can  do.  When  boys  have  finished  the  course  of  studies  at 
the  Grammar  Schools,  and  do  not  desire  to  enter  the  High, 
then  it  will  be  soon  enough  to  commence  business ;  but  until 
then  every  day  taken  will  be  an  injury  that  cannot  be  easily 
repaired. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  school  buildings  are  all  in  good  condition,  and  no 
repairs  or  alterations  will  be  needed  the  coming  year. 

According  to  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  March  meet- 
ing, the  necessary  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  Harvard 
Grammar  School  building,  rendering  it  more  suitable,  not 
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only  for  the  Grammar  School,  but  also  for  Primary  No.  1, 
which  is  underneath  in  the  lower  story.  By  remodelling  the 
entire  front  of  the  building,  and  closing  up  the  front  entrance, 
and  altering  the  stairways,  the  large  and  useless  space  has 
been  converted  into  a  large  room  on  the  lower  story,  capable 
of  accommodating  seventy  or  more  scholars,  and  in  the 
upper  the  two  recitation-rooms  have  been  much  enlarged 
and  greatly  improved,  supplying  a  want  that  has  been  felt 
for  a  long  time,  thus  affording  advantages  which  both  teach- 
ers and  Committee  have  so  long  ardently  desired.  We  are 
happy  to  say  that  the  teachers  and  scholars  are  much  pleased 
with  the  improvements,  and  we  feel  sure  that  they  will 
be  greatly  benefited  by  them. 

Primary  No.  2  is  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of 
the  old-fashioned  double  desks  in  the  upper  department, 
which  should  be  exchanged  for  the  modern  single  ones  as 
soon  as  possible ;  they  would  have  been  the  past  season  if 
we  had  had  time  during  the  long  vacation,  and  had  we  not 
feared  overdrawing  the  appropriation.  This  is  the  only 
school  in  town  in  which  the  double  desks  remain,  and  it  is 
desirable  to  get  rid  of  them  as  soon  as  possible,  as  the  single 
ones  are  superior,  and  the  scholars  do  better  than  when 
together ;  order  can  be  maintained  better,  scholars  not  being 
able  to  whisper  and  play  as  where  two  are  in  one  seat. 

Primary  No.  3  was  raised  in  the  summer  vacation  of  1869, 
and  a  new  school-room  finished  off  on  the  first  story,  but 
owing  to  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  the  scholars  was  not 
furnished  or  occupied  ;  this  year  we  found  it  necessary,  owing 
to  a  large  increase  of  scholars,  to  furnish  it  with  desks  and 
divide  the  school,  placing  the  younger  ones  under  the 
assistant  teacher  in  the  new  room. 

No.  4,  in  two  divisions,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  High 
School  building,  is  in  good  condition,  and  nothing  is  wanting 
to  interfere  with  the  interests  of  the  school. 

No.  5  is  also  in  perfect  order,  and  no  repairs  needed. 

No.  6.    The  upper  story  of  this  school-house,  according 
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to  a  vote  of  the  town,  has  been  finished  and  properly  fur- 
nished, and  the  school  divided  and  graded  like  the  others, 
and  as  it  would  have  been  before  had  the  number  of  scholars 
warranted  it ;  now  it  has  its  full  complement,  in  fact  about 
as  many  as  can  be  conveniently  accommodated,  owing  to  the 
large  increase  of  the  population  of  Allston. 

The  steam-boiler  and  heating  apparatus  in  the  High  School 
building  continues  to  work  well,  and  up  to  the  present  time 
has  given  entire  satisfaction  ;  it  uses  up  less  coal  and  warms 
the  rooms  much  better  than  a  furnace,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Bennett  Grammar  School  be  warmed  in  the 
same  manner.  On  account  of  the  extreme  cold  weather  in 
January  we  could  not  warm  this  building,  and  were  obliged 
to  dismiss  the  school  for  several  days,  although  the  janitor, 
Mr.  Walter  Clemens,  did  his  duty  faithfully,  and  was  up 
every  night  for  a  week  doing  all  he  could  to  keep  good  fires 
going  in  both  furnaces,  and  in  trying  to  get  up  a  heat;  but, 
notwithstanding  his  efforts,  the  thermometer  stood  only  at 
52  in  the  upper  and  in  the  two  lower  rooms  at  42.  We 
were  obliged  to  take  out  the  small  portable  furnace  and  put 
in  a  new  one,  the  old  one  being  so  far  used  up  as  to  render  it 
about  useless,  since  which  time  we  have  had  but  little  trouble. 

Mr.  James  Coolidge,  the  janitor  of  Primary  No.  6,  has 
been  most  faithful  in  his  services,  and  we  would  take  this 
opportunity  to  commend  him  for  the  excellent  care  he  has 
taken  of  everything  required  of  him  about  the  building. 
No  complaint  of  neglect  of  duty  on  his  part  has  ever  been 
made.  The  interest  he  takes  in  everything  relating  to  the 
comfort  of  the  school  is  worthy  of  all  praise,  and  he  could 
not  have  done  better  if  the  building  had  been  his  own. 

The  grading  of  the  schools  has  been  effected  only  after 
much  labor  and  with  great  difficulty ;  but  the  time  it  has 
taken,  and  the  time  spent  in  doing  it,  is  nothing  in  compari- 
son with  the  advantages  gained,  and  which  cannot  be 
overestimated. 

The  Primary  Schools  have  all  been  altered  and  arranged 
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so  as  to  accommodate  more  scholars,  as  well  as  to  divide, 
separate,  and  keep  those  more  advanced  apart  from  the 
younger  ones  who  have  just  entered  and  are  only  beginning 
to  read  and  write.  The  advantage  to  be  derived  from  this 
will  be  of  thej  greatest  importance  to  the  scholars,  as  more 
time  can  be  given  them  by  the  teachers  than  when  so  many 
of  the  two  grades  are  together,  it  being  necessary  to  devote 
as  much,  if  not  more,  time  to  the  younger  ones,  as  to  those 
who  are  more  advanced. 

The  alterations  made  in  the  Harvard  Grammar,  Primaries 
No.  3  and  6,  and  the  grading  of  the  schools  generally,  has 
cost  the  Committee  a  great  deal  of  time  and  much  labor 
during  the  past  year.  Mr.  Winship  deserves  especial  credit 
for  the  interest  taken  in  the  repairs  made  during  the  summer 
vacation  upon  the  Harvard  Grammar  School  building ;  had 
it  not  been  for  his  determination,  and  the  hours  spent  there 
day  after  day,  the  desks  would  not  have  been  put  into  their 
places  in  season  for  the  fall  term  to  commence  on  the  regular 
day  in  September ;  but  by  his  presence  and  constant  urging, 
and  by  seeing  for  himself  that  the  work  was  faithfully  and 
well  done,  everything  was  accomplished  and  in  readiness  for 
the  school  to  commence  at  the  appointed  hour.  In  fact, 
each  member  of  the  Committee  has  had  an  unusual  amount 
of  work  to  perform  during  the  past  year,  and  although  it 
required  much  of  the  time  when  rest  and  relaxation  were 
needed  from  other  labors,  yet  they  do  not  regret  it,  feeling 
that  they  have  but  done  their  duty  to  the  best  of  their  ability, 
and  that  they  are  repaid  by  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
our  schools  are  now  in  good  condition  and  as  well  arranged 
aud  graded  as  any  in  the  Slate.

This  school  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  was  full  to 
overflowing,  notwithstanding  which  the  pupils  made  fair 
progress,  owing  to^  the  great  exertions  of  the  teachers,  who 
have  labored  faithfully  and  well  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  and  are  deserving  of  much  praise.  The  school,  as 
heretofore  stated,  was  divided  when  the  new  room  was  ready, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  since  which  time  the 
improvement  made  by  the  scholars  is  sufficient  proof  of  the 
necessity  that  existed  for  making  the  alterations  in  the  build- 
ing.

We  have  heretofore  spoken  in  high  terms  of  the  principal 
of  this  school,  and  are  happy  to  say  that  under  her  judicious 
management  it  continues  to  improve.  Miss  Norton,  the  as- 
sistant, a  graduate  of  the  High  School,  and  who  had  had 
some  considerable  experience  in  teaching  elsewhere,  was  ap- 
pointed in  March  as  assistant  in  Miss  Morrill's  department, 
where,  having  proved  herself  so  capable,  she  was  promoted 
to  take  charge  of  the  second  department,  Miss  Bertha  San- 
ger having  been  selected  as  assistant  to  Primary  No.  3. 
Miss  Abbie  L.  Hoar  was  appointed  assistant  in  Miss  Mor- 
rill's department,  in  September,  and  is  doing  well.

The  second  department,  under  the  care 
of  Miss  Sanger,  now  occupies  the  newly  furnished  room  in 
the  lower  story,  and  is  doing  exceedingly  well ;  both  teachers 
are  doing  all  that  we  can  reasonably  expect  for  the  good  of 
the  school,  and  if  the  scholars  do  not  get  along  well  it  will 
be  their  own  fault.

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Miss  Sophronia  A.  Col- 
lins, on  account  of  ill-health,  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Fannie 
A  Swan,  promoted  from  the  second  department,  which  place 
is  now  filled  by  Miss  Ellen  Lane,  who  is  every  way  capable, 
and  under  whose  charge  the  school  is  making  a  marked  prog- 
ress. Both  departments  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and 
the  teachers  are  each  of  them  energetic  and  persevering,  and 
doing  all  in  their  power  for  their  pupils,  and  we  are  happy 
to  say  that  their  exertions  are  entirely  satisfactory. 

PRIMARY  NO.  5.

Miss  Dana,  in  September,  was  appointed  principal,  to  fill 
Miss  Adams' place,  who  was  selected  as  an  assistant  at  the 
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Bennett  Grammar.  Miss  Currier,  a  graduate  of  the  High 
School,  was  appointed  assistant.  Under  its  present  efficient 
teachers,  the  school  is  in  fine  condition,  and  making  good 
progress.  The  scholars  take  great  interest  in  their  school, 
and  are  warmly  attached  to  their  teachers.  This  interest 
arises  in  a  great  measure,  we  think,  from  the  frequent  visits 
of  the  parents,  not  only  at  the  examinations,  which  are  al- 
ways regularly  and  fully  attended,  but  whenever  they  can 
make  it  convenient.  We  wish  that  as  much  interest  might 
be  taken  by  parents  in  the  other  schools,  for  it  certainly  has 
the  good  effect  of  stimulating  both  teachers  and  scholars  to 
do  the  best  they  can  to  appear  well  and  have  good  recita- 
tions at  all  times.

This  school  was  graded  and  divided,  as  heretofore  stated, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  and  Miss  Alexander 
was  appointed  to  the  position  of  assistant,  to  take  charge  of 
the  lower  department ;  she  has  continued  thus  far  to  dis- 
charge her  duty  with  ability,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  those 
most  interested.  Miss  Swett,  whose  duties  before  the 
change  were  very  laborious,  requiring  more  time  than  it  was 
possible  to  give  to  each  one  of  so  many,  having  had  under 
her  care  upwards  of  one  hundred  scholars,  is  deserving  of 
much  praise  for  her  industry,  perseverance,  and  devotion  to 
them,  often  staying  until  a  late  hour,  when  the  school  was  so 
overcrowded,  in  order  that  not  one  of  them  might  be  neg- 
lected. Her  school  is  the  surest  evidence  of  her  ability,  and 
is  an  honor  to  the  town.

The  Bennett  Grammar  School  is  in  a  most  flourishing  con- 
dition, and  there  is  nothing  wanting  to  prevent  scholars,  if 
they  are  so  disposed,  from  obtaining  all  requisite  knowledge 
to  prepare  them  for  the  High  School,  or  fit  them  for  ordinary 
business  pursuits,  if  they  are  not  inclined  or  are  unable  to 
spend  more  time  in  school. 

The  principal  continues  to  give  good  satisfaction,  and  the 
assistants  are  each  one  of  them  well  qualified  for  their  sev- 
eral positions.  The  interest  manifested  towards  their  schol- 
ars, and  the  ardent  desire  that  they  should  make  a  sure  and 
healthy  progress  in  their  studies,  together  with  their  ear- 
nest desire  for  the  good  name  of  the  school,  are  greatly  to  be 
commended.  We  trust  that  citizens  will  do  all  they  can  to 
encourage  them,  by  visiting  the  school  at  the  examinations, 
thus  showing  by  their  presence  that  their  labors  are  duly 
appreciated. 

Miss  Charlotte  Adams,  in  September,  was  promoted  to  fill  the 
place  of  Miss  Helen  Leavitt,  who  was  advanced  to  the  second 
department,  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  Sarah  E.  Morrill,  who 
was  chosen  to  fill  Miss  Sarah  E.  Waugh's  position  of  first 
assistant,  who  had  been  appointed  second  assistant  of  the 
High  School.  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  the 
scholars  are  making  excellent  progress,  as  well  as  to  state 
that  but  very  few  complaints  of  irregularities  are  made  of 
them,  —  an  evidence  that  the  discipline  of  the  school  is  just 
what  it  ought  to  be.

The  Harvard  Grammar  School  continues  to  justly  deserve 
the  well-merited  praise  so  often  bestowed  upon  it  heretofore, 
and  both  principal  and  assistants  continue  to  display  that 
energy,  perseverance,  capability,  and  industry  for  which 
they  have  always  been  noted.  We  were  sorry  to  lose  the 
services  of  Miss  Caroline  S.  Colby,  about  the  middle  of  the 
past  term,  who  for  some  time  has  occupied  the  position  of 
second  assistant,  she  having  entered  into  an  engagement  that 
necessarily  obliged  her  to  send  in  her  resignation.  Miss 
Mary  Child  was  appointed  to  take  her  place,  and  we  believe, 
judging  from  the  past,  she  having  already  taught  in  this 
school,  that  she  will  fill  the  position  with  the  capability  that 
has  always  distinguished  her. 

The  improvements  made  in  the  building  are  of  great 
importance  to  the  school ;  the  duties  of  the  teachers  are 
made  easier,  and  the  recitations  of  the  classes  are  much 
better  provided  for,  and  more  time  can  be  given  than  it  was 
possible  before  the  alterations  were  made.

We  are  happy  to  state  that  the  High  School  continues  in 
a  highly  flourishing  condition,  notwithstanding  the  change  in 
teachers  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  previous  to  the  com- 
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mencement  of  the  fall  term.  The  examinations  throughout 
the  year  have  been  very  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  and 
the  few  Who  have  attended  them,  and  the  scholars  have 
made  a  sure  and  steady  progress.  The  closing  exercises  of 
the  graduating  class,  which  succeeded  the  examination  at  the 
close  of  the  school  in  July,  took  place  in  the  hall  over  the 
school-room,  and  consisted  of  recitations,  declamations,  read- 
ings, and  singing,  and  were  highly  interesting,  although 
rather  too  lengthy  for  a  hot  evening  in  July,  — the  exercises 
lasting  until  eleven  o'clock.  Still  the  crowd  of  visitors,  who 
literally  packed  the  hall,  did  not  seem  to  grow  weary,  but 
remained  until  the  close.

Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Mr.  W.  H. 
Merritt,  the  principal,  sent  in  his  resignation,  and  although 
it  was  not  altogether  unexpected,  yet  when  it  came  we  could 
not  but  feel  some  regret  in  accepting  it,  and  parting  from 
one  who  had  been  with  us  for  the  long  period  of  seven 
years ;  and  again  we  felt  that  the  necessity  that  obliged  us 
and  the  responsibility  of  selecting  and  making  choice  of 
another  teacher  to  fill  his  place  was  a  delicate  and  difficult 
duty  which  we  did  not  like  to  contemplate.  As  no  time 
was  to  be  lost,  we  immediately  advertised,  and  soon  had 
some  seventy-five  or  eighty  applications  from  gentlemen  who 
presented  the  finest  testimonials  and  recommendations  as  to 
character  and  ability  to  teach  and  govern.  From  among 
so  many  well-educated  candidates  it  was  a  responsible  and 
delicate  matter  to  decide  upon  the  right  one ;  after  many 
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interviews  with  the  several  applicants,  and  much  calm  deliber- 
ation, we  finally  made  choice  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Wormelle, 
the  present  principal,  whose  recommendations  as  to  char- 
acter and  scholarship  commended  him  to  our  especial  notice. 
Accordingly,  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term  in  Sep- 
tember, he  began  to  discharge  the  duties  of  principal,  since 
which  time  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  the  High  School 
has  been  no  loser  by  the  change  in  teachers.    Mr.  Wor- 
melle, by  his  gentle  and  decided  manner  of  imparting  knowl- 
edge, has  endeared  himself  to  the  hearts  of  his  scholars,  and 
taught  them  to  look  upon  him  as  a  kind  friend  who  can 
sympathize,  and  with  words  of  encouragement  assist  them 
through  with  the  hard  portions  of  their  studies,  and  inspire 
them  with  a  confidence  that  should  always  exist  between 
teacher  and   pupil.    Mr.   Wormelle?s    success    thus  far 
in  teaching,  and  gaining  the  good-will  of  his  scholars,  fully 
justifies  us,  we  believe,  in  the  choice  made ;  he  is  not  con- 
tented with  the  fact  that  his  scholars  are  well  prepared  with 
their  lessons,  but,  what  is  of  much  greater  importance,  sees 
that  they  understand  them,  and  in  order  that  they  may  do  so 
more  fully,  is  always  ready  to  help  when  they  stand  in  need 
of  his  assistance. 

Miss  Anna  J.  George ,  the  first  assistant,  still  continues  to 
fill  the  position  she  has  so  ably  occupied  for  so  many  years, 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Committee.  The  scholars  of 
her  class,  as  well  as  the  whole  school,  are  much  attached  to 
her  for  her  amiable  qualities  and  kindly  disposition,  she 
being  always  ready  to  assist  them  in  their  tasks,  or  sympa- 
thize with  them  in  their  trials. 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  vacation  we  re- 
ceived with  much  regret  the  resignation  of  Miss  E.  E.  Wil- 
liams, the  second  assistant.  This  was  a  great  surprise,  as 
we  had  not  received  any  intimation  of  her  resigning  previously. 
Having  always  entertained  the  highest  opinion  of  her  ability 
and  success  in  teaching,  we  could  not  understand  why  she 
had  come  to  this  decision,  until  subsequent  events  made 
2b 
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known  to  us  that  the  wishes  of  the  Committee  had  been  mis- 
represented to  her  by  some  one  who  had  never  had  any 
communication  whatever  with  any  member  of  it  on  the  sub- 
ject. As  she  had  made  other  arrangements,  and  could  not 
recall  it,  we  were  reluctantly  obliged  to  accept  her  resig- 
nation. 

Miss  Sarah  E.  Waugh,  whose  long  and  faithful  term  of 
service  in  the  Bennett  Grammar  School,  and  whose  eminent 
qualifications  fitted  her  for  the  position  vacated  by  Miss  Wil- 
liams, was  chosen  second  assistant,  being  in  our  estimation 
the  most  suitable  person  to  occupy  the  place ;  and  we  are 
happy  to  say  that  her  success  so  far  has  equalled  our 
most  sanguine  expectations. 

With  such  accomplished  and  able  teachers  the  High 
School  continues  to  offer  increased  advantages  to  the  schol- 
ars, who,  we  doubt  not,  judging  from  the  interest  taken  in 
their  studies  and  the  rapid  progress  made  during  the  past 
term,  will  still  continue  to  improve,  and  graduate  with  dis- 
tinguished honor  to  themselves. 

It  has  always  been  our  aim  to  make  the  High  School 
equal  to  any  in  the  State ;  and,  if  good  teachers,  who  devote 
their  best  energies  to  the  work,  will  do  it,  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  we  can  truly  say  that  it  is  not  only  equal,  but 
superior,  to  any  other.  We  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of 
the  High  School,  and  trust  that  every  citizen  in  town  will 
aid  us  by  his  influence,  and  do  all  in  his  power  to  maintain 
its  high  standing.  We  ask  the  citizens  generally,  as  well  as 
parents,  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  visit  it  at 
the  regular  examinations  as  well  as  its  exhibitions,  where 
only  readings,  recitations,  and  declamations,  or  short  dramatic 
pieces  are  performed  ;  these  are  very  interesting,  no  doubt ; 
but  if  you  would  see  the  real  progress  that  has  been  made 
during  the  year  in  mathematics  and  other  studies  which 
require  real  hard  work,  visit  the  school  from  time  to  time  as 
opportunity  offers  and  hear  the  lessons  ;  you  need  not  fear 
that  you  will  not  be  welcome,  because  the  teachers  and  scholars 
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will  always  be  glad  to  see  you,  and  it  will  not  interfere  with 
the  usual  routine,  as  no  change  is  made  on  account  of  visitors 
being  present  and  recitations  will  go  on  as  usual. 

MUSIC. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Whiting  continues  to  give  lessons  in  singing 
once  a  week  in  the  High,  Bennett,  and  Harvard  Grammar 
Schools,  with  the  good  success  that  has  always  attended  his 
efforts  ;  the  scholars  have  made  good  progress  in  the  science, 
and  can  sing  at  sight  almost  any  piece,  in  certain  keys,  in 
their  lesson-books.  This  pleasant  and  agreeable  study 
affords  a  relief  to  the  monotony  of  other  school  duties ;  it 
makes  them  happier,  better,  and  more  contented,  and  the 
knowledge  they  obtain  from  Mr.  Whiting's  able  mode  of 
teaching  will  be  of  great  service  to  them  if  they  intend  here- 
after to  study  it  more  thoroughly  with  the  intention  of  mak- 
ing it  a  profession,  or,  for  an  amusement  only ;  its  good 
effects  will  be  felt  in  every  family ;  it  will  make  home  pleas- 
ant and  attractive,  and  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  children 
from  desiring  to  spend  their  evenings  elsewhere  in  places 
that  are  not  altogether  free  from  objection.  Cultivate  in 
them  a  taste  for  music,  and  encourage  them  to  devote  their 
spare  moments  to  its  study ;  you  will  find  that  it  will  not 
only  prove  a  source  of  refined  pleasure,  but  also  one  of  very 
great  benefit.

MEMORIAL  DAT. 


Decoration  of  the  Soldiers9  Monument,  with  Attendant 
Ceremonies,  July  26,  1870. 

 x&Ko« — 

In  accordance  with  an  act  passed  by  the  State  Legislature,  grant- 
ing permission  to  towns  to  appropriate  money  for  the  purpose  of 
decorating  the  graves  of  our  fallen  soldiers,  the  town  of  Brighton, 
in  common  with  nearly  all  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth, at  the  April  meeting,  appropriated  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  purpose  of  properly  decorating  the  graves  of 
our  own  soldiers,  and  that  the  sum  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
officers  of  the  Returned  Soldiers'  Club,  who  should  constitute  a 
committee  to  make  arrangements  for  the  observance  of  the  day. 

As  the  thirtieth  day  of  May  was  observed  by  the  order  known 
as  the  "  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  "  and  has  now  become 
"  National  Memorial  Day, "  it  is  proper  that  a  word  of  explana- 
tion should  be  made  in  answer  to  many  inquiries,  why  the  soldiers 
of  Brighton  observe  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July  instead  of  the 
thirtieth  day  of  May. 

On  Thursday,  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July,  1866,  the  monument 
erected  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  those  gallant  men  of  our  town, 
who  cheerfully  laid  their  lives  upon  the  altar  of  their  country,  was 
most  appropriately  dedicated.  The  returned  soldiers  taking  part 
in  that  demonstration,  on  their  return  from  those  exercises,  mu- 
tually agreed  by  vote,  that  each  year,  so  long  as  they  lived,  that 
day  should  be  set  apart  for  a  testimonial  in  memory  of  the  de- 
parted. The  first  anniversary  was  observed  by  the  Returned  Sol- 
diers' Club  of  Brighton.  This  was  the  first  occasion  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers  visiting  the  graves  of  their  deceased  comrades  in 
New  England.  One  year  later,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
observed  a  day,  the  thirtieth  of  Ma}',  for  this  purpose,  which 
is  now  generally  observed  throughout  the  country.    The  soldiers 
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of  Brighton,  being  the  first,  may  justly  claim  the  credit  of  being 
the  pioneers  in  the  performance  of  this  sacred  duty. 

The  thirtieth  day  of  May  is  much  too  early  for  the  New  Eng- 
land States,  as  flowers  are  scarce  and  can  only  be  obtained  from 
greenhouses  at  great  expense.  Our  soldiers  have  not  suffered 
the  thirtieth  of  May  to  pass  unnoticed.  Each  year,  at  early  morn, 
they  have  assembled  in  our  beautiful  Evergreen  Cemetery,  and  with 
such  flowers  as  could  be  obtained  decorated  our  patriots'  graves, 
reserving  for  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July,  in  midsummer,  the  an- 
niversary of  the  monument's  dedication,  with  flowers  abundant  for 
a  grand  public  demonstration.  For  three  years  this  day  has  been 
observed  by  the  soldiers  of  Brighton  ;  the  expense  attending  these 
demonstrations  has  been  very  generously  met  by  contributions 
from  our  own  citizens.  In  April  last  the  town  made  an  appropri- 
ation, and  appointed  a  committee.  We  therefore  feel  it  our  duty 
to  submit  a  report  of  the  observance  of  the  fourth  anniversary  of 
the  dedication  of  the  soldiers'  monument. 

At  two  o'clock,  P.M.,  a  procession  was  formed  in  front  of  the 
Town  House,  under  command  of  the  Chief  Marshal  Major  Charles 
E.  Rice,  assisted  by  the  following  gentlemen  as  aids  :  Capt.  Charles 
Currier,  Sergeant  James  M.  Call,  Horace  P.  Milton,  and  Edward 
Harris.  The  procession  was  headed  by  the  Cambridge  Brass  Band, 
and  arranged  in  the  following  order :  — 

A  carriage,  containing  the  Orator  of  the  Day,  Hon.  Thomas 
Russell ;  Chaplain  of  the  Day,  Rev.  F.  A.  Whitney,  with  invited 
guests.  Then  followed  carriages  containing  the  widows  of  deceased 
soldiers,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  School  Committee,  and  other 
town  officers  and  prominent  citizens  of  the  town. 

Returned  Soldiers'  Club,  of  Brighton,  forty  men,  under  command 
of  Capt.  Charles  Currier. 

Post  15,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Boston,  sixty  men,  under  command  of  Col. 
C.  G.  Davis. 

Post  57,  G.  A.  R.,  of  East  Cambridge,  twenty-five  men,  under 
command  of  G.  O.  Howard. 

Post  30,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Cambridgeport,  forty  men,  under  command 
of  Major  R.  A.  Torry. 

Post  56,  G.  A.  R.,  of  old  Cambridge,  thirty  men,  under  command 
of  Capt.  F.  A.  Monroe. 

The  procession  moved  by  the  most  direct  route  to  Evergreen 
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Cemetery,  where  the  ceremony  of  decorating  was  gone  through 
with  in  the  usual  manner.  The  monument  was  draped  with  the 
national  flag.  At  the  entrance  of  the  cemetery  there  was  deco- 
ration of  bunting,  and  the  motto,  "  Our  Honored  Dead,  "  was  dis- 
played. The  exercises  were  commenced  with  a  dirge  by  the  band, 
followed  by  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  and  the  offering  of  a  fervent 
prayer  by  the  Rev.  Frederic  A.  Whitney,  after  which  a  hymn 
was  sung  by  a  double  quartette  choir  selected  from  our  churches 
and  led  by  Comrade  Webster  F.  Warren.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  hymn,  President  John  L.  B.  Pratt  of  the  Soldiers'  Club,  and 
President  of  the  Day,  in  a  few  appropriate  remarks  introduced, 
as  the  orator  of  the  occasion,  the  Hon.  Thomas  Russell,  of  Boston. 
Mr.  Russell  commenced  his  oration  with  a  graceful  and  appropriate 
allusion  to  the  beauty  of  the  day  and  the  scene  around  them.  As 
a  central  feature  of  the  scene,  the  monument  was  referred  to,  and 
the  causes  which  led  to  its  erection,  and  antecedent  to  these  the 
causes  and  events  of  the  war.  The  war,  he  said,  had  proven, 
first,  the  heroism  of  the  American  people  ;  second,  it  had  demon- 
strated to  the  monarchs  of  Europe  and  their  sympathizers,  that 
republican  government  rested  on  firm  foundations,  and  was  able 
to  endure  alike  prosperity  and  adversity  ;  third,  that  it  had  shown 
our  people  were  capable  of  the  virtue  of  charity  toward  those 
whom  they  conquered.  An  intelligent  Englishmen  of  to-day  re- 
joiced that  the  Revolutionary  Fathers  of  America  had  succeeded 
in  their  contest  with  the  Royal  authority  ;  so  he  predicted  that 
some  day  the  people  of  the  South  would  rejoice  that  their 
armies  had  been  vanquished  by  the  loyal  legions  of  the  North. 
The  speaker  concluded  his  address  by  paying  a  glowing  tribute  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  the  sacred  dead,  and  predicting  for 
America  a  glorious  future. 

After  a  dirge  by  the  band,  an  original  hymn,  written  by  Augustus 
Mason,  M.  D.,  was  sung. 

A  beautiful  poem  was  then  read  by  Miss  Annie  H.  Ryder ;  after 
the  delivery  of  the  poem  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev. 
W.  R.  Thompson  of  the  Baptist  Church.  At  the  close  of  these  ex- 
ercises the  procession  was  re-formed,  and  returned  to  the  Town 
Hall,  reaching  there  about  five  o'clock.  Here  a  bountiful  colla- 
tion was  partaken  of  by  all  composing  the  procession.  The  Hall 
had  been  handsomely  decorated  on  the  exterior  and  interior,  and 
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embellished  with  appropriate  mottoes.  After  the  collation,  brief 
one-minute  speeches  were  made  by  Rev.  F.  A.  Whitney,  Eev.  W. 
R.  Thompson,  J.  P.  C.  Winship,  of  the  School  Committee ;  Judge 
Russell,  General  Chamberlain,  and  others.  The  benediction,  pro- 
nounced by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Timmins,  closed  the  exercises  of  the 
day,  which  will  live  long  in  the  memories  of  all  who  participated 
in  them. 

The  committee  cannot  let  this  occasion  pass  without  an  ex- 
pression of  their  sincere  thanks  to  those  of  our  citizens  who  so 
generously  assisted,  and  so  kindly  and  cheerfully  responded  to 
whatever  calls  were  made  upon  them  ;  especiallyjwould  we  tender  our 
thanks  to  Messrs.  George  and  Joseph  Wilson,  Messrs.  Scates  and 
Harrington,  Messrs.  Sanborn  and  Baxter;  to  D.  Otis  Sanger,  for 
use  of  tables,  cloths,  crockery,  etc.  ;  to  James  Stetson,  Esq.,  and 
others,  for  use  of  flag  ;  to  Messrs.  Strong,  Story,  Breck,  and  others, 
for  contributions  of  beautiful  flowers ;  to  General  Kinsbury,  of 
the  Watertown  Arsenal,  for  favors,  and  to  the  ladies  who  so  taste- 
fully arranged  the  flowers  into  bouquets  and  wreaths. 

The  expenses,  including  band,  exceeded  the  appropriation  some 
forty  dollars,  which  deficiency  was  made  up  by  the  Soldiers'  Club. 

Surely,  it  is  little  enough  that  we  can  do  to  testify  our  affectionate 
regard  for  the  memories  of  those  who  died  that  we  might  live. 
True,  they  need  nothing  of  the  kind  ;  the  crown  of  martyrdom  is 
theirs, —  the  reward  of  duty  nobly  done  ;  the  unfading  glory  of  self- 
sacrificing  patriotism.  It  is  for  our  benefit  that  we  are  entrusted 
with  the  charge  of  keeping  their  memory  fresh  ;  when  we  become 
cold  and  insensible  to  the  sacred  trust,  we  shall  declare  our  un- 
fitness for  the  precious  legacy  bequeathed  to  us  with  their  dying 
breath,  and  shall  write  the  epitaph  of  an  ungrateful  and  righteously 
doomed  Republic.

GREETING  :   

You  are  hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  of  Brighton  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at 
the  Town  Hall  in  said  Brighton,  on  Monday,  the  thirteenth  day 
of  March  next,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  then  and  there  to 
act  on  the  following  articles  :  — 

Article  One.    To  choose  a  Moderator. 

Article  Two.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year  ensu- 
*  ing,  and  a  member,  or  members,  of  the  Board  of  General  School 
Committee,  as  required  by  law. 

Article  Three.  To  see  if  the  town  will  increase  the  number  of 
the  Cemetery  Committee  by  choosing  an  additional  member,  or 
additional  members,  for  one  year. 

Article  Four.  To  receive  and  hear  the  reports  of  the  Auditors, 
and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  Five.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  Six.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  the  necessary 
appropriations. 

Article  Seven.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  pay  its 
Treasurer,  Selectmen,  Clerk,  Engineers,  and  any  other  town 
officers  for  their  services  the  past  year. 

Article  Eight.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  to  use  all  means  of  collecting  the  taxes  which  a  Town 
Treasurer,  when  appointed  Collector,  ma}'  use. 

Article  Nine.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  following 
legacy  under  the  will  of  Florilla  E.  Wood  worth,  formerly  of 
Brighton,  deceased,  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  said  will 
relating  thereto,  said  legacy  being  as  follows  :  — 
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"  I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Brighton,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  as  a  corporate  body 
duly  established  by  law  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  and  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be 
invested  by  said  town,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  applied  by  the 
Cemetery  Committee  of  said  town,  or  the  persons  having  charge 
of  the  Evergreen  Cemetery  in  said  Brighton  for  the  time  being,  in 
keeping  the  lot  now  owned  by  me  in  said  Cemetery,  in  a  neat  and 
orderly  condition,  and  particularly  in  taking  care  of  the  flower 
beds  on  the  front  of  said  lot,  in  a  suitable  manner  forever." 

Article  Ten.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  town  will  take  in 
relation  to  the  location  of  the  track  of  the  Union  Horse  Railway 
Company,  in  Brighton. 

Article  Eleven.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  town  will  take 
in  reference  to  such  lots  in  the  Evergreen  Cemetery  as  were  pur- 
chased in  1850,  and  still  remain  in  their  original  state,  said  lots 
being  referred  to  in  the  Cemetery  Committee's  Report  for  1870. 

Article  Twelve.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  rela- 
tion to  the  purchase  of  a  lot  of  land  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
building  thereon  for  the  Public  Library,  and  make  the  necessary 
appropriation  therefor. 

Article  Thirteen.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  town  will 
take  towards  planting  shade  trees  along  the  highways,  and  make 
the  necessary  appropriation  therefor. 

Article  Fourteen.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  borrow- 
ing of  money,  and  to  what  amount,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  such 
debts  of  the  town  as  now  are,  or  soon  may  be,  required  to  be 
paid. 

Article  Fifteen.  To  see  what  sums  of  money,  if  an}',  the  town 
will  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  to  complete  the  widening 
of  Cambridge  street. 

Article  Sixteen.  To  see  what  sums  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  to  complete  the  construc- 
tion of  Allston  street. 

Article  Seventeen.  To  hear  the  report  of  any  Committee  and 
act  thereon. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing aforesaid.
